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POLITIC AL SKULLDUGGERY 
Probably no one was more astounded than 
oil company executives when sporadic 
shortages of gasoline during the past summer 
were accompanied by charges of an oil 
industry conspiracy. The natural response of 
industry leaders was one of spontaneous and 
vehement denial—amounting to almost dis­ 
belief that such a notion could be counte­ 
nanced by anyone capable of logical 
reasoning. 
There are those who still accept the 
“nonsense” of an oil industry conspiracy. 
Thus it is well to recall some statistics about 
the industry, as noted by the chairman of the 
board of one of the nation’s largest oil 
companies, “This is an industry in which 
there are 7,000 oil and gas producers, 127 
refining companies, over 30,000 marketing 
iirm s, and nearly 200,000 independently 
owned or managed retail outlets.” It is hard 
to visualize an industry as broadly based as 
oil entering into any sort of a conspiracy. The 
fundam ental reasons for the petroleum 
shortage have been frequently cited. The oil 
company official reviews them once again. 
Some of the causes cited include controls on 
the wellhead price of natural gas, imposed in 
1954. which increased the demand and 
reduced the incentive to search for new 
supplies; environmental restrictions that 
curtail the use of coal and heavy fuel oil, 
greatly increasing the demand for light 
heating oils; and environmental fears that 
have denied access to the nearly 10 billion 
barrels of crude reserves on the North Slope 
of Alaska. 
There is no mystery about the oil and 
natural gas shortage. It has been in the 
making for a long time. Attempting to 
obscure the obvious in a smoke screen of 
vague charges against the petroleum indus­ 
try will just prolong the fuel shortage and 
worsen the entire energy picture. 
The oil company executive who is astound­ 
ed and astonished that so much flap is being 
directed at the companies at this time simply 
does not understand the cunning indiscretion 
of many American politicians. 
Birch Bayh, marvel of misrepresentation, 
would have the people believe that all oil 
companies are demons and full of people who 
sit around and rob and cheat and steal. These 
are also the tactics being taken by Senator 
Henry Jackson, who used to be one of my 
favorite Democrats. TV and electronic media 
may be dumb enough to be taken in by this 
hogwash, but this is one editor that can 
remember who were the foot-draggers on the 
Alaskan pipelines—and it certainly was NOT 
the oil companies, who have been so abused 
by these irresponsible politicians and TV 
people.

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THE ULTIMATE ‘SHORTAGE’ 
If we’re ever going to solve the long-term 
energy problem, we’re going to have to 
abandon our fixtion with thinking big and 
start thinking small, says Don Wright, who 
compiles a column of tongue-in-cheek ani­ 
madversions in Hydro News, published by 
Canada’s Ontario hydro Corp. 
It’s not just a question of small cars or 
smaller houses or reduced consumption. All 
these will follow when we get at the root cause 
of the energy shortage—people. We must 
start talking smaller people, he says. 
Firm government leadership is the first 
requisite. 
All 
biologists 
and 
genetic 
engineers should be called in and the national 
goal made clear - three-foot people by 2050, 
two-foot people by 3000. Provide every 
scientist with free test tubes, fresh white 
smocks, subsidized microscopes and put 
them to work trimming the fat off our genes. 
The mind boggles - at least Wright’s does - 
at the advantages: Car Pools with 25 people 
per vehicle; houses the size of insulated bee 
hives heated with four quarts of oil a year; 15 
people sharing a tubful of hot water. The list 
is endless and sheik-shaking in its implica­ 
tions, he modestly avers. 
Granted, we can't do much w'ith the people 
we already have, but some measures may be 
feasible. French fries, cream puffs and 
choclate eclairs would be banned immedi- 
atrly, he suggests. This wouldn’t shorten us 
up much, but at least we’d be able to crowd 
more people into a subway car. 
Whichever way you look at it, says Wright, 
the carrying capacity of our environment is 
limited and it should be easier to make people 
smaller than to make the world bigger. 
Crazy, yes. But not that much crazier than 
some other energy-saving ideas we have 
adopted - like Daylight Savings Time in the 
middle of winter. 


Where else but in America could you get an 
advertising piece that costs $50,000 to design, 
$500,000 to print, offers $2 million in prizes - 
and what is it called? Junk mail!

COMING AROUND AGAIN 
Closure of service stations on Sunday 
caused many dislocations. Some stations, it 
appears, depended heavily on Sunday 
freeway traffic. Now it seems a number of 
such stations end up with too much gas and 
not enough customers during the week. 
This contrasts with the situation other 
stations face. Confronted with what they 
think may be 
never-ending gas shortage, 
they have dropped such m erchandising 
“frills” as the giving of trading stamps, 
because right now they feel they will always 
have more customers than gas. Strange as it 
seems, even in a period of overall fuel 
shortages, some stations may have to revert 
to the traditional American business philoso­ 
phy that customers are a valuable asset. 
Government regulations can knock off peak 
periods of demand like Sunday gas sales, but 
no government regulation can fill the valleyr 
in demand. Filling these valleys is the job o 
business management, and so the proces: 
had, in some cases, already gone full circle 
Some service station operators must fill th< 
valleys in demand by their own efforts—i.e. 
promotion. This could mean that man} 
service stations which dropped the giving oi 
trading stamps with the appearance of a gas 
shortage will be coming around again tc 
trading stamp promotion. 
They might well ponder the editoria 
comment of the East San Jose Sun of San 
Jose 
California, as it observes, “The 
merchant who give stamps does so because 
he feels it pleases his patrons. And it gives 
him a competitive edge, which frequently is 
the margin of an independent businessman’s 
suvival in the very tough arena of competi­ 
tion for customer favor. And for many 
merchants, giving stamps in an extra way of 
saying thanks.” 
There is really no better way of perpetuat­ 
ing a business than by building a backlog of 
satisfied customers. The gasoline shortage 
has in no way altered this fundamental 
maxim.
